REMARKS 



Rejection Under the Judicially Created Doctrine of Obviousness-Type Double 
Patenting 

In the April 30, 2004 Office Action, claims 47-75 were rejected under judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 20-35 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,807,858. The rejection of claims 47-75 with respect to U. S. Patent No. 5,807,858 has been 
obviated by the terminal disclaimer enclosed herewith, terminally disclaiming the terminal 
portion of the term of any patent granted on this application that extends beyond the terms of 
U.S. Patent Nos. 5,807,858.
